The whole community was 
shocked last Tuesday night 
when it. became known that Rc- 
I)resentative Samuel Turley had 
*died sttddenly at Frankfort. Mr. 
Turley had spent Sutulnv with 
|iis family in this, county and 
had left Mt. Sterling Monday in 
apparently as good health as he 
had been in for several months. 
He had been slightly afflicted 
-with brights disease for some 
time. When stricken he was on 
his way. to the Capitol accom- 
p,-inied by Mr. T. I^awrence 
White, who. immediately sum- 
moned medical aid and Mr. Tur- 
\ty was removed to his room at 
the hotel and several more phy- 
sicians summoned, who, after 
examination foand there was no 
chance for him and wired his 
family. Mrs. Turley and daugh- 
ter, Mrs. M. B. French and son, 
Loring went fo Frankfort on the 
■ first train and were with him 
when the end came. His deat^ 
was caused by an acute attack 
of uraemic poisoning. 

Samuel Turley was bom in 
this county Tune 23, 1855" and 
was therefore, at the time of his 
death in his fifty-ninth year. He 
was beyond question one of the 
most popular mcti that ever liv- 
ed in Montgomery county. Hc^ 
was popular with men in alli 
walk"; ■tff life from the humble 
laborer to the rich land owner 
and always greeted his acquain- 
tances with a smile and pleas- 
ant word. Generous to a fault, 
he was never heard Ho criticise 
but was cv<T ready to lend a 
helping hand to the man who 
was down. Mr. Turley was an 
ardent Democrat but had never 
before held elective office, al- 
ways being satisfied if his 
friends were given the places 
tho\ wanted and it was only up- 
on the insistent urging of his 
countless friends, both in Men- 
efee and Montfjonicry counties 
that he consented to enter the 
race that he won.

tions concerning the portrait of 
General John S. Williams, which 
Mrs. Williams has kindly given 
to us to )^e hung in our Circuit 
Court Room, respectfully make 
report as follows: 

John Stuart Williams, one of 
the most notable citizens of our 
State, was born in Montgomery 
County, Kentucky, on July 18, 
1820. He received his primary 
education in the schools of 
Montgomery and Clark coun- 
/ties, and graduated at Oxford 
college in Ohio, where he was 
a classmate and friend of Ben- 
jamin Harrison, afterwards 
President of the United States, 
^fter completing his college 
course, he studied law and en- 
tered upon its practice in Parii. 
Kentucky, and was rapidly 
achieving eminence and success. 
He later married Miss Mary 
Harrtaon, of Gark county, and 
removed to that county and en- 
gaged in farming. His wife 
died soon after the birtfr of their 
only child, who is now Mrs. 
John H. Hoiloway. In 1871, 
General Williams married Mrs. 
Henriett.i T.inds.ix- Haniilt<in. of 
Montgomery county, and their 
most 'happy married life contin- 
ued until General William's 
death at their home on July 17, 
1898. 

General Williams won great 

distinction as a young man in 
the Mexican War, entering up- 
on that war with his own Com- 
pan>'. which he had raised, and 
having as his Lieutenant, Koger 
Hanson, who was later to rise 
to great distinction in the Civil 
War. General Williams led this 
company in the Battle of Cerro 
Gordo, and there both Captain 
and men so covered themeslves 
with glory that the sobriquet of 
"Cerro Gordo" was worn by him 
through all his after life.

In rrimcc llio liouscwife iloos very 
little of tlie marketing. It is li'Tt lo 
tbe aervanta. Theu the servants i|i> iii(,> 
bargainlnK. If potntoen are lU ccuta 
per pound nnd the girl can get them 
from some market woman for 8 cents 
alic reasons that the nilatress should 
not |>rollt liy the liai'Kainlntr. but that 
she herself shoiilil have the dllTerenre. 
The reKiilar price of tbe i)otntoe3 be- 
ing 10 cents, the servant marks them 
down In her book at that price and 
pocketa tbe difference. Tbia is one of 
the peculiarities of tbe French -method 
of keeping houae, and It has been fooM 
a real aid in keeping servants. 

Tiie booaewlves are aware of wtiat 
la taUag place, bat itktj are sattoHad 
to pay the regular market prlcee. It Is 
the bargaining at tbe servants whteh 
gMs them an extra allowance, bat as 
long as the eatablea are np to the 
standard tbe bonsewlfe doea not com- 
plain. 

Then tbe servant who does tbe mar- 
keting expects New Year's gifts from 
other sources. There is no special rea- 
son why she should purchase her food- 
stuffs at a certain market t>ooth. But 
It will be noticed that she often does 
that very tUinj;. When .New Year's 
day rolls around the owner of the mar- 
ket booth is supposed to make her a 
nice present, ami the present is ap- 
preciated most if It Is in cash. It real- 
ly must lie ill cash. 

Then there .'ire the Iceman, the ooal- 
mnn, the laiikniaii. All of these are 
supposed to reiueiiiher the servant girl 
when Ilie new \e:ir begins. In this 
manner the average servant, if she Is 
keen wilted and the most of them are 

in.ikes a siiii;; little ailililion lo her 
rciiiilar wa;;es. 

The serv.ints very often work for 
only enou>;li lo clothe themselves. 
Tliey iiiiist ilepeiid on what they can 
make by baif;ainiiitr ami liy rereivini; 
.New Year's gifts, and these "gifts" 
the giria usually place iu u bank nt 
interest, tlius building up tlieir dow- 
eries for their future marriagea, when 
tlie.\ may even marry the Iceman, the 
niiikinan or tbe coalman. 

There are some iwluts about tbe 
I'reucb method of boldiug servants 
v.-|iieh are extremely satisfactory when 
compared to the American plan, but 
there are others not qolta so pleasln;:. 
I'lie girl may become eo engrossed in 
tier bargaining, as .to often the caae, 
that she dtoregards the talrie of her 
mlstrees. fbe may 'arrange to procure 
tbe edibles of a very low prtee. pocket- 
lug tbe difference from tbe market, 
prive. and tbe foodstuffs owy not be 
80 palatable. Bat U she to coatsnt 
with small amoants her bargainings 
win never be noticed. 

Tbe American aen-ant Is puld a stip- 
ulated salary, enough for her to live 
upon, and the bargaining is eliminated. 
Tills takes away one of the objpctloii- 
' ' lioiiiis, and the table Is usually up 
I'l the standard ragardleas <>f tviidiier 
I' • Imnsewlfe or the servant (hies the 
iiiarkeilng. IJut the Kreucb pliin cer 
!:iiiily does hold the servants fnmi '.ine 
' c.ir to jiii.iilii'r. I'(ir there Is :il\Miys llio 
prospect of the .New Ye.ir'a preaent.— 
New York Poat.

Yesterday it was 
marked-down books, today bar- 
gains in stationery, tomorrow a 
terrific slaughter in office sup- 
plies.

community's needs as a whole, 
and tinderstaads his own func- 
tion in it. 

He knows that customers 
weigh points of value as well as 
prices — good taste, grace, ap- 
pearance, originality.

Even though he has bat a small ^ 
establishment, his stocks will be 
complete, representative, ade- 
quate to meet the whole de- 
mand in his line of the average 
family, and they will be main- 
tained with a view to pi ogress 
in that line. Shopping is made 
agreeable. Growth and reputa- 
tion come from customers' sat- 
isfaction after goods are ia vse 
and price forgotten. 

The old bargain idea is still 
deeply ingrained in .\merican 
merchandising. It dominates 
nine retail concerns in ever>- 
ten, and is a subtle commercial 
fallacy. diflFiculty to keep out 
e\-en where a business is rigidly 
hdd -to priadples of service. 
Ideals may be clear jfX doobts 
arise. 

Some rival, apiicaling to the 
public on cheapness alone, may 
seem to be gaining an advan- 
tage. In a given case there will 
be a feeling that the public can 
not be trusted to distintru'sh 
value. There . is always the 
temptation to rest the case on 
rheapnpee fust this once — let 
\-alue take care of itself — and 
--ater to the desire for crowds. 
That tendency has to be fought 
constantly, consistently and vig- 
orously. 

But the bargain idea in its 
general acceptation is certainly

HOW THE WEATHER 

BUniKV PORtCASTS 

Manjr people have an idea that 

there is something mysterious 
and accult about the work 5f the 
Westher BwcM In forecasting 

the coming of storms, frosts, an. I 
floods. Not a few think that the 
observers must necessarily get 

their data for reading the planets, 
the stars and moon. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the forecaster of the 

Bureau foretells the coming of 
disturbances in a T>usinesslikc 
way, very similar to that in which 
a man who has ordered a ship- 
ment of goods would estimate the 
date of its arrival. 

Suppose a1)usiness man had or- 
dered a carload of pineapples 
from the Hawaiian Islands. He 
would know the average time it 
would take the stianur to make 
the trip to the Pacific port, the av- 
erage time for unloading and 
loading into refrigerator cnr--, nnd 
the average number of days to be 
allowed these cars for their trip 
across the continent to New 
York. His estimate, however, 
woul be subject to error because 
the steamship might be delayed 
by fog, or the cats might meet 
with an accident. 

Storms, like pineapples, as a 
rule, do not originate in the Unit- 
ed States. They come to us from 
the Philippines, Japan, Siberia, 
Alaska, Canada or tin- Gulf of 
Mexicol The weather Bureau 
gets cable, telgraphic or wireless 
notice of a foreign storm. Station 
after station or vessel after ves- 
sel reports the storm's arrival in 
its neighborhood, so that the gen- 
eral direction and rate of pro- 
gress can be determined very 
early. In fact, the arrival of some 
storms can be fcvetold ten days 
in advance. 

The forecasters watch for the 



Petersburg on the conditions in 
Russia and Siberia. 

The Mme businesslike system 
used in tracing the track of a 
storm is applied in determining 
the arrival of frosts. 

I'lood forecasts are made in 
much the same way. Information 
as to the amount of raiafsn at the 
headwaters of streams that cause 
floods are covered by telegraphic 
reports sent by local observers. 

.As this rain reaches the main 
channel, the height of the water 
in tke channel is determined by 
successive gaging stations. Past 
records etablish how much a 
height, say of ao feet at Dubuque, 
Iowa, will produce at Daven|>ort, 
another station 80 miles down the 
Mississippi.' This plan is followed 
all the way down the river, and 
at each point full allowance is 
made for the effects ot water 
from tributaries, and from addi 
tional and local rainfall. .\s t 
result of these observations in thL- 
recent flood, the people of Cairo 
had warning a week or ten (!a\^ 
in advance. The Pittsburg dis- 
trict can be given only i a to 34 
hours' notice, because a flood is 
upon them within 24 hours after 
a heavy rain storm.

region of low barometer which is 
the storm center around which 
the winds blow. This whirl or 
eddy moves bodily forward witli 
the general eastward drift of 
abottt 650 miles a day in our lati- 
tudes. As the lines of equal pres- 
sure (isobars) around the low 
center crowd closes together, the 
winds attending the storm in- 
crease in force. The forecaster 
determines the direction of move- 
of the storm and its velocity. 

When weather disturbances are 
reported, the forecasters know 
from experience about how long 
it takes them to reach our I'a 
cific Coast, and then how long 
after they wiJl reach the Atlantic 
Coast. For example, if a storm 
comes. from Siberia, drifts east- 
ward around the north pole and 
reappears in Alaska, it should ap- 
pear in Washington and Oregon 
in about l\^o days- should get to 
the Great Lakes in six days and 
lo the Atlantic Coast in seven or 
l ight days. 

I lu xpcct^ conditions may de- 
storms or divert them from 
the straight track just as a re- 
frigerator can be thrown off its 
s. ludulc or be shipped by acci- 

(liiit im ;i wrong road Some of 
these storms deplete themselves 
by raaaiBg into rtgiens of high 

barometer which are of greater 
magnitude and extent than the 
storm itself. Some of them, how- 
e\-er, travel completely around 
the world. 

'i'o keep tab on cold waves that 
come into the United States from 
Canada and Ma><ka. the Weather 
Bureau studies the Canadian 
Weather reports. England sends

have not been treated just right, 

but we believe, if there be such, 
if brought to the attention of the- 
proper authorities — ^the Chief of 
Police, the Mayor or the City 
Council — such cases will be sat- 
isfactorily adjusted. Of course 
the peace officers are expected 
to keep within the bounds of 
the law and not act rashly or 
hastily in tho performance of 
their duty; they are elected by 
lis to protect us, preserve peace 
and keep order and they shoubl 
lie aided b\' e\ery fjnnd citizen 
in the performance of these dn 
ties. Every citizen, black and 
white, should be accorded his 
rights and every citizen should 
try to know what his rights are 
and not try to abuse them, nor 
infringe upon the rights nf 
others. If we are as orderly on 
the streets and in public places 
as we should be. as a rule, there 
would be little ground for com- 
plaint. On the streets, if we 
^lock the sidewalks so others 
cannot pass! we are out of the 
bounds 9f our rights. At the 
0|iera House if we are so nois\ 
that others who want to hear 
cannot, we are out of the bounds 
of our rights and these are some 
of the things to which the color- 
ed people need give attention. 
As a rule, we think the negmes 
of Mt. Sterling are fairly law- 
abiding. We have no clubs, ai> 
the letter states, whose object is 
to fight for the rights nf the ne 
gro.. We have such clubs as 
Woman's Improvement Club, 
the W. C. T. v.. the Missionary 
Clubs, and the Men's Bible 
Classes, to which anyone black 
or white is welcome to come and 
to which we would only b.' too 
glad to have some of our wnite 
friends attend sometimes, for 
we feel that if the white man 
knew more about the better 
class of colored people, had a 
better knnwledj-c nf what the in 
duslrinus negro is trying to ae 
complish for himself and his 
race, there wnuld nnt Ik so 
much of a negro problem after 
all. Only the dark aide of ne 
gro Ufa inds its iray ihto print 
of papers published by white 
|irr>nns and the majnrits nf 
white people do not read negro 
papers, ao it ia only the bad 
things about the negro that they 
see. They read of the murders 
and ermrs. but see little nf the 
negro achievements along in- 
dttstrial lines, purchasing and 
buildiaff good homes, etc. The 
negroes of Mt. Sterling are not
